Earthquakes and Cities. 


"Quake stops sleep in Central Il- 


linois. Shock 
awakens 
the 
Resi- 


dents of many Cities in Region from 
Peoria South to* the Ohio River." 


This headline in the Chicago Even- 


ing Post of September 27th, 1000, an- 
nounced an event that few regnrde-1 
as of more than casual importance, 
because the idea is rooted in the pub- 
lic mind th^at no danger is to be fear- 
ed from earthquake in the Mississippi 
Valley. They overlook the fact that 
only about a hundred years ago the 
New Madrid earthquake occurred in 
almost the same identical section of 
the Mississippi Valley and caused the 
sinking of a large area of country on 
the line between Missouri and Arkan- 
sas. 
These lands were sunken to 


such an extent that boats could be 
sailed over the tops of the trees that 
had previously been on dry ground. 
Those sunken lauds are now largely 
comprised in what is known as th<» 
St. Francis Basiti. and vast drainHRc- 
schemes are being planned and car- 
ried out to reclaim them. 


Should an earthquake no more se- 


vere than the New ' Madrid earth- 
quake visit this section of the United 
States today it would destroy every 
city within the range of its center of 
disturbance. 
The menace of such 


destruction at any time hangs over 
every city in the Central Missippi Val- 
ley, even Chicago not being exempt. 
The larger those cities are built, the 
greater the danger of an apalling 
catastrophe when any great convul- 
sion of Nature occurs. 
The New Mad- 


rid earthquake did small damage be- 
cause this western country was then 
practically uninhabited. A hundred 
years ago Chicago w,as a swamp on 
the edge of a wilderness stretching 
westward to the Pacific ocean. Fort 
Dearborn was not built until 1803 and 
on August 12, 1812 the Fort Dearborn 
Indian 
massacre 
took 
place. 
An 


earthquake did no damage a hundred 
years ago in the Missippi Valley be- 
cause there was nothing to destroy. 
Today such cities at Kansas City, St. 
Louis and Mernphus, with their teem- 
ing thousands and hundreds of thous- 
ands of congested humanity invite the 
destruction that would have overtak- 
en them if they had existed at the 
time of the New Madrid earthquake. 


The liability that an earthquake as 


severe as the San Francisco earth- 
quake may occur at any time in any 
part of the Mississippi Valley is mere- 
ly an added reason why the great 
cities of that valley should not. be 
made any larger or more congested 
than they are now. The less conges- 
tion there is of property or population 
the less danger of enormous destruc- 
tion and loss of life from and catas- 
trophe like a great earthquake or fire. 
Every factory located in a country 
town or small city minimizes the dan- 
ger of loss from such calamities. The 
isolated factory, located in a town or 
in the outskirts of a small city there- 
by avoids many risks that constantly 
hang over a factory in a congested 
city. Whatever the catastrophe may 
be in a large city, >one destructive 
force creates another, and the sec- 
ondary and resultant dangers are of- 
ten greater than the primary one. In 
San Francisco, for example, the earth- 
quake did comparatively little damage. 
It was the fire that followed it that 
was the great catastrophe which wip- 
ed out so many millions of dollars 
worth of property that had been la- 
boriously created by human labor. 


These facts are not appreciated as 


much as they ought to be by those 
who are locating the many factories 
that are being built throughout the. 
United States and a concerted effort 
should bo made by the industrial 
associations of all the 
towns and 


small cities to bring before the minds 
of manufacturers the many arguments 
in favor of locating factories away 
from the large cities. The fact that 
factory workers in cities degenerate 
and 
become 
industrially 
inefficient 


is too slow-working a cause to have 
the weight it should have as a purely 
business proposition, but it is reason 
enough why every Influence of gov- 
ernment should be exerted to disin- 
tergate the big cities and decentralize 
trade and population.

THE CAR FOR THE BUSY MAN

Riverside, Oct. 12.—While 
Presi- 


dent Taft was a guest of Riverside, 
Tuesday, the Beaumont apple growers 
took advantage of the President's an- 
cestral taste for apples to show what 
delicious fruits their valley raises, by 
presenting him with a box of South- 
ern California apples. 


Press dispatches of the President's 


trip through the northern apple sec- 
tions had brought out the fact_of the 
Taft taste for this Adamic fruit and 
the matter occurred to Mr. John D. 
Reavis to show the President that 
Southern 
California was not given 


over wholly to orange and lemon 
growing. The thought took concrete 
form in the preparation and present- 
ation of a box of as fine apples as are 
produced anywhere.
